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WEALTH BURIED 
IN COUNTY SOIL 
SURVEY REVEALS 


Adams Abounds In Min­ 
eral Deposits, Book­ 
let By State Geol­ 
ogist Shows. 


Adams county abounds in wealthy 
mineral deposits, and some day may 
be called upon to produce iron ore. 
copper and magnetite in commercial 
quantities, according to a booklet, pre­ 
pared by George W. Stose, of th'* 
United States geological survey, for 
the 
Pennsylvania 
topographic 
and 
geological survey, just received here. 
The booklet, 
which 
is 
profusely 
illustrated, is the first of a series to 
be issued for counties in Pennsylvania 
under the direction of George lf, Ash­ 
ley, stat©'geologist, working under 
Y. Stuart, secretary of the state de­ 
partment of forests and waters. 
In the fore part of the booklet, 
which contains 64 pages, is a large 
map, showing in colors the different 
kinds of rock and soil formations in 
Adams county, together with the lo­ 
cations of quanies and mines active, 
abandoned or in prospect. 
Aid To Development 
The state topographic and geologi­ 
cal survey plans to prepare a report 
on the geology, mineral resources and 
soils of catch county in Pennsylvania, 
according to a preface in the Adams 
county booklet. 
It is further stated 
that “these reports should bo of ma­ 
terial benefit in the development of 
H a turat~T« soxTPces of the various chun-- 
ties and of wide and varied use." 
The present bulletin on mineral re­ 
source:* of Adams county forms part 
2 of the Adams county report, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Ashley’s lett'*r of tran s­ 
mittal to Secretary Stuart, part I, 
not yet written, describing the topog­ 
raphy and geology cif the county. 
A third booklet on a reconnaissance 
soil survey of Adams county will he 
offered as a triangular project, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Ashley, the United 
States bureau of soils, Pennsylvania 
State College and the Pennsylvania 
topographical and geological survey 
joining equally in its preparation. 
A summary of the sub-soil minerals 
of Adams county is set forth in the 
pamphlet as follows: 
Crush Stone Quarries 
“ A great variety of mineral deposits 
recurs in Adams county. 
Many ol 
these deposits are now worked com­ 
mercially or have lieon recently, and 
still others may 
he of commercial 
va1 in* in the future. 
Crushed stone 
bas lieen extensively quarried for road 
material and building stono has been 
quarried to a less extent. 
"Limestone 
has 
he:n 
quarried 
around 
Hanover, 
McSherrystown, 
Fairfield and York Springs for many 
years, some of it being burned for 
lime and some being crushed for road 
material and concrete. 
“ Vein quart* was crushed for silica 
used in tile and pottery manufacture. 
Greenstone is t rushed or granulated 
for roofing material, flooring and arti­ 
ficial slate. 
“ Iron ore was formerly mined ami 
smelted and it is quite possible that 
commercial deposits of 
high 
grade 
magnetite may also be discovered. 
“Copper, although extensively pros­ 
pected, ha_s been mined only on 
a 
small scale and that not profitably. 
These workable deposits, as well as 
occurrences of many other rn th era 
products which are at present of littie 
or no commercial value, but which 
some day may be valuable, are else­ 
where described in this report."

minerals, 
with photographs of specimens of the 
various kinds of mineral products in 
Adam!* county. 


Pour Concrete On 
Harrisburg Road 


The Paul R. Hostetter construction 
I company, York, poured the first con­ 
crete on the one-mile stretch of road 
on the Harrisburg ’pike, just north of 
town, Tuesday afternoon. 
Only 185 
feet of concrete was laid, Tuesday 
afternoon, but the company expects to 
pour an average of 600 feet or more 
per day. 
The concrete is being laid from the 
northern end of the stretch, working 
toward Gettysburg. 
After the con­ 
crete is poured, and the shoulders of 
the road fixed up, the road will bo 
open after it has been allow'ed to dry 
for a period of three w’eekss 
When the road is thrown open to 
traffic, motorists will have a concrete 
road almost the entire distance from 
Gettysburg to Harrisburg. 
The only 
exception will be the stretch of m a­ 
cadam highway just outside of Le­ 
moyne.

His letter in full follows: 


E=~: 
“This letter shall be devoted to a 
iH little further account of the city of 
csss Stockholm itself. 
It is generally re- 
EEE garded as not only one of the oidest, 
H i but also one of the finest capitals of 
SB the old world. 
The 
Swedes them- 
S 
I selves are very proud of, and justly 
== so. 
It is a very beautiful city in lo­ 
s s cation, and also in architecture, and it 
i n is marvelously rich in its treasures 
IU of argand letters, and also of history 
ESS and 
archeology'. 
Its 
museums 
are 
s s numerous and expensive, and are uni­ 
versally recognized as 
among 
the 
finest in Europe. 
It 
seems a 
pity 
that so few of our American tourists 
take the time and trouble to visit it. 
It would certainly abundantly repay 
them, even if it should require the 
passing by of some other points of in­ 
terest on the continent. 
“The city is built on both sides of 
an inlet from the Baltic sea. or rather 
on a series of islands in this inlet 
which runs hack to a very consider­ 
able body of water lying farther in­ 
land. 
Hence many parts of the city 
front on waterways, and there are 
numerous bridges crossing these. All 
kinds of boats ply back and forth on 
these waterways, many of them pleas­ 
ure boats which carry excursionists to 
points of interest both in the city and 
in tho outskirts. 
There are many 
beautiful 
parks 
scattered here and 
there through the city, and in the en­ 
virons. 
Some of the latter are very 
extensive, and here again the ever­ 
present waterways add much to their 
beauty, and furnish the finest facil­ 
ities for rowing, sailing, and motor- 
boating. 
City Built Substantially 
“The city is built up quite closely, 
and in a very substantial way. 
Of 
course the royal palace is surrounded 
by extensive grounds. 
So is the Par­ 
liament house, and 
the 
town 
hall, 
and a few other 
public 
buildings. 
But the streets generally are built up 
solidly, and with buildings that are 
almost uniformly five stories high. 
The city has only two ‘sky scrapers’, 
and these would hardly be counted 
such in a progressive American city. 
I was not quite close to 
thine, 
but 
doubt if they are more than ten or 
twelve stories. 
The reason assigned 
for the prevalence of five stories is 
that tenants will not climb more than 
five stories either for 
resident 
or 
business 
purposes. 
Ifs they 
built 
higher they would have to install ele­ 
vators, or ‘lifts’ as they call them on 
this side of the Atlantic, and they 
think that would not pay. 
‘“Next to water 
and 
fresh 
air, 
granite seems to be about the most 
abundant thing in Stockholm. 
Hence 
it is used a great deal in building, and 
Most 


foot wide, and from three to five feet 
long. 
As the tops are 
smooth 
and 
level, they make a much more agree­ 
able footway than the pavements. 
Little Mo^or Traffic 
“We were surprised to find so little 
motor traffic on the streets, compara­ 
tively speaking. 
I am sure that I 
have seen more cars on the streets of 
Gettysburg, 
on 
many a 
Saturday 
evening, or Sunday, than I saw in 
this city an any one day since I came. 
The reason for this is said to be tha^t 
the price of ‘gas’ is almost prohibi­ 
tive. 
What traffic there is, however, 
is very confusing to Americans, as 
they follow the English 
custom 
of 
always turning to the left, and run­ 
ning on the left side of the street, in­ 
stead of the right. It seemed to turn 
everything topsy-turvy for the Ameri­ 
cans, and many of them reported very 
narrow escapes from being run down. 
If there had 
been 
more traffic, 
it 
would have been less confusing and 
safer. 
There are very few ‘traffic 
cops’, aud these only at a few points 
of congestion. 
“We 
have hardly been here long 
enough to be able to write with any 
assurance of the cost of living. 
As 
far as we have been able to observe, 
our impression is that there is not 
much difference 
in 
this 
from 
an 
American city of the same size, (500,- 
000), except that I would judge that 
the people here are content generally 
to live in a simpler way than in 
America. 
Prices seem to average 
about the same, some 
things 
being 
cheaper and others dearer. 
Cooperative Homes 
“This would seem to be true also of 
the rents. 
Where we were entertain­ 
ed we learned something of an ef­ 
fort to provide comfortable and at 
least sanitary homos for the working 
people at reasonable cost. 
We occu­ 
pied the apartment of one of the offi­ 
cials in a society which builds large 
apartment 
houses 
for 
rent to the 
humbler classes. 
They told us that 
there were 140 families in that build­ 
ing, and they have erected IO such 
buildings, and are planning for others. 
Some apartments have only one room, 
hut 
most 
of 
them 
at 
least 
a 
living room and a kitchenette, with 
the required toilet facilities. 
The 
enterprise is partly a charitable one, 
but it is expected to pay 4 per cent 
on the investment. The occupants of 
the 
building 
also 
run cooperative 
stores, and I think a few other co­ 
operative enterprises. 
The profits of 
these are distributed at the end of the 
year according to patronage, and thus 
further reduce the cost of living to 
some extent. 
“Many 
other 
interesting 
things 
might be told of the city. 
But this 
letter has reached the limit and I 
must stop.”
